REMARKS 



Claims 1-50 remain pending in the application. Reconsideration is respectfully 
requested in light of the following remarks. 

Double Patenting Rejection : 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-50 under the judiciary created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims of U.S. Patent 
6,237,009. Applicants traverse this rejection. However, to expedite prosecution of the 
present application, a terminal disclaimer is submitted herewith to obviate the double 
patenting rejection. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests removal of the double 
patenting rejection of claims 1-50.
